Senators Wolcott and Gorman Engage in 
an Interesting Tiit. 

Wasniverox, D. C., Sept. 27.—In 
Senate today Mr, Teller (Rep., Colo.) offered 
a resolution which went over until tomorrow, 
calling upon the retary of the Treasury 
for information as to when, in what amounts, 
and under what circumstances the Treasury 
Department anticipated. the payment of 
the aunual interest on government bonds 
since July 1, 1880. 

The resolution offered by Mr. Dubois 
(Rep., Idaho) yesterday to tpone action 
on nancial,’ tariff, and Federal election 
measures until next January was taken up 
and Mr. Dubois made an argument in its sup- 
‘wort quoting largely from Mr. Hoar’s major- 
ity SSP ORS in favor of seating the Senate clui'n- 
ants. | 

Mr. Mitchell (Rep., Ore.) said he regarded 
the proposition of the Senator from Idaho as 
one of the most remarkable that had ever 
been presented to the Senate. For that rea- 
son, notwithstanding his great eympathy for 
those States, he should oppose the resolution 
to the bitter end. He put the case of a 
Senator dying or being expelled. and @sked 
whether the Senate should then cali a halt 
until the vacancy was filled.

Provision is made for the delivery of freight 
in transit and the equitable distribution of the 
receipts for handling the same. The court 
reserves the jurisdiction to determine any and 
all questions of difference betaveen the parties 
that may arise.

The occasion wag the dinner given by Sir

inent citizens of Chicago at the Richelieu. 
There were ninety guests present from thirty 
different countries, and when they were seat- 
ed about the large open square table all the 
chairs but two were occupied.

In Attompting to Enforce Them in Ham- 
eee ® Policeman Is Killed, .. 
1 Sept. 27.— The awful mortality 

eaused b lera in this city and its suburbs’ 

aad peas aud not have the effect of teaching 
the poorer classes the benefit of having every- 
thing in good sanitary condition andthe ef- 
forts of the authorities to fight the disease 
this year have not met with support. Today 

a regular riot was caused in St. Pauli, a sub- 

urb of the city, by the attempts of the author- 

ities there to 22 the sanitary ordinances 
and during the fighting a policeman was 


killed, 

In the melee of the rioters was arrested, 
whereupon the mob turned their entire atten- 
tion to the police and attempted to rescue the 
prisoner. The crowd made a determined 
rush upon the officer who had hold of the 
prisoner, knocking him down and then tramp- 
ling upon and kicking him with their heavy 
shoes. The situation of the officers was crit- 
ical and word was hastily sent for military 
aid. In the meantime the police and 
health officials were fighting for their 
lives. A detachment of soldiers was 
sent on the run to the scene and they soon dis- 
persed the mob. They were too. late, how- 


ever, to save the policeman who had been | 


trampled tipon. When the crowd dispersed 
he was lifted up dead and carried to the po- 
| lice station. Eight of the rioters: have al- 
ready been arrested on the charge of murder. 
Other arrests axe expected to follow. The 
man first arrested was rescued by the mob, 
but he, too, is known. |The police are look- 
ing for him. 

Caucurta, Sept. 27.—Advices received here 
from Persia show that for two weeks past 
cholera has been ravaging the towns and 
villages along the eastern snore of the Persian 
Gulf. Several of the villages have been com- 
pletely deserted, the inhabitants huying fied 
into the interior. It is believed their flight 
will result in wide dissemination.

Joseph at Hetzendorf. 

Vienna, Sept. 27.—Emperor William of 
Germany arrived at Hetzendorf yesterday, 
where Emperor Francis Joseph has a castle. 
The German Emperor was greeted at the 
station by Emperor Francis Joseph, and their 
majesties heartily kissed and embraced each 
other. While the court officials were awaiting

Pnagun, Sept. 27.—Since the state of siege 
was proclaimed in#his city in consequence of 
the violent Czech agitation against the Ger- 
mans, which finally resolved itself into an 
anti-dynastic demonstration, seventy arrests 
have been made, The restrictions placed 
upon the people by military law are rigor- 
ously enforced, and it must be said that they 
have apparently succeeded in restoring order. 
There have been no overt acts of conse- 
quence since the establishment of martial law 
and the rioting that previously was of frequent 
occurrence has entirely stopped. The feeling

‘EVIDENCE OF A DUKE’S COWARDICE. 


Coiinaught’s Service in Africa Exploited by 
the Rad

GERMAN RADICALS AT WAR, 


Their Differences Show No Sign of Adjust- 
ment as Elections Approach. 


Baar, Sept. 27.—The elections for the

Young Poi is ad- 
vised to make his friends, the smugglers, 
guarantee that the money need not be paid 
till he arrived in San Francisco. Five other 
Chinamen were ordered deported and three 
were allowed.to remain in this country.

MR. BOGART REPORTS A SHORTAGE. 


Considerable Discrepancy in the Receipts 
of the Evanston Water Office. 

Quite a sensation was created in the Evans- 
ton Council Tuesday by the report of City 
Clerk Bogart on the accounts kept by his 
predecessor, J. J, Adams, Mr. Bogart re- 
ported that from 1889 to 1898 there were 
water receipts of the Chicago, Milwaukee and 
St. Paul railroad amounting to $1,260, while 
there was but 61,170 credited. During the 
same time the water receipts of the Chicago 
and Northwestern road amounted to $2,284, 
while but $1,502 was credited—a deticiency 
of $872.

TIMBER IN A LUMBER FIRE. 


Flames Destroy ‘the ‘Yards and Dry Kun 
Belonging to John Ott & Sons and 
Neighboring HonsessInjuries of the 
Fire Marshal Consist of a Fractured 
Leg and Serious Bruises=He Will Be 


Confined to His Bed Several Days—Loss 
by the Fire Esttmated at $16,000,

Orders Men to Shift the Lines. 


As the' fire progressed Chief Swenie ordered 
the hosemen to lay their lines farther east 
and company No. 19, making a detour from 
its station on Lessing street, entered the yards 
from the river front. Chief Swenie, when No, 
19 moved into the yards, was standing direct- 
ly under the half burned uprights of the stable 
where the firé originated. As No, 19 entered 
the yards the men faced about and joined by 
two of the companies having lines on Front 
street began playing on the still burning 
uprights of the  fire-gutted stables. 
Catching the full, forvé of two streams 
at once, one of the big uprights was 
knocked over as though it had been 
a ninepin. In its fall the big 4 by 4 timber 
struck the Chief and pinned him to the 
ground. The Chief was unconscious when 
pulled from under the half-burned upright. 
Around him lay a mass of charred débris 
knocked down by the streams playing from 
inside the lumber yards. 

Quickly the Chief was extricated 18d 0 car- 
ried up Lessing street, where at Front street 
the West Chicago avenue ambulance was 
waiting. The Chief was unconscious when 
placed in the ambulance, He was taken to 
his home, No. 86 Pierce street, where physi- 
cians were called in. The Chiet's driver im- 
mediately went for Dr. Henrotin; Marshal 
Swenſe's physician, who arrived at the Chief’s 
home at 12:30. He and his assistant at once 
went to work, but it was an hour before the 
extent of the Chief's injuries was learned. 

The diagnosis of the Chief’s injuries by Dr. 
Henrotin and his assistant developed the 
fact that the Chief had suffered a Pott’s fract- 
ure of the right leg about four inches above 
the knee. His right ankle was badly sprained 
and his left leg bruised at the thigh. There 
were also bruises about the Chief’s shoulders. 
Dr. Henrotin believes that with the aid of 
crutches the Chief may be out of bed within a 
week. The Chief when he gets out of bed 
will begin his vacation. Inasmuch as I can’t 
walk and havea vacation,” said the Chief, 
I' just rent one of those roller-chairs down 
on the Midway and see the World's Fair.“ The 
Chief explained how he received his accident 
substantially as given above. 

Ritter’s Home Burns. 


The fire was discovered at 10:40 by Will. 
iam Ritter, a driver for Ott & Sons, who lives 
with his family in a went house at 


the entrance to the yards. 


The yards occupy two entire blocks, being 
bounded by the river onthe north and, Lessing 
street on the west, while the Northwestern 
tracks on the south complete the triangular 
space occupied by the dry kilns and yards. 

William. Ritter had stepped te the door to 
hid a friend, Henry Burger, No. 19 Clarinda 
street, who was visiting him, good night. As 
he stepped to the door Ritter saw flames lick- 
ing the eaves of the: stables al- 
most adjoining his house on the north. 
Ritter rushed out to give the alarm, stopping 
only to tell Burger to awaken the children 
When the 
teamster returned from sending in the alarm 
his house was enveloped in flames, but Mrs. 
Ritter and the four children had escaped in 
safety to the offices of the Ott & Sons’ box 
factory immediately across Lessing street on 
which the dry kilns abutted. 

Henry Burger, in the meantime, was brave- 
ly at work trying to get the horses from the 
burning stables. There were two teams in 
the stables. Burger in returning for the last 


| of the four horses was badly burned. He 


had unloosened the horse which broke through 
the door when he was overcome by the flames. 
On his hands and knees Burger crawled to 
the doorway and ¢scaped, but his hands 
and arms were horribly burnéd. He was re- 
moved to Schroeder’s drug store, Milwaukee 
and Chicago avenués, where his wounds were 
dressed, after which he was conveyed to his 
home, No. 19 Clarinda street. The firemen 
were quick to respond to the first alarm, but 
the flames had entered the dry kilns and the 
sheds and ‘lumber inside were wrapped in a 
solid sheet of flame when the first streams 
were brought to bear on the surrounding out- 
buildings. 

With the 3-11 alarm. sent in five minutes 
later additional steamers and Chief Swenie 


arrived. The Chief immediately set to work 


to save the remaining lumber in the yards. 
When the fire was hemmed in by streams on 
all sides the accident to Marshal Swenie oc- 
curred. 

Fought from all sides the fire was quickly 
put under control. The stables, the house of 
William Ritter, and the dry kilns filled with 
hard lumber are acomplete loss. The aggre- 
gate loss is placed at 816,000, fully covered 
by insurance, 

The hose lines across the Northwestern 
tracks stopped the traffic on that line for over 
an hour, and Yardmaster J. W. Barnes was 
compelled to hold five trains, including the 
Milwaukee fast mail, at the Wells street De- 
pot yards. The signal station house of the 
Northwestern railway at Front and Lessing 
streets was completely destroyed by the 
flames, ° 


EXHIBITERS WANT TO SELL GOODS. 


Hearing on Important Questions Before 
Congressional Committees, 

Wasninatoyn, D. C., Sept. 27.—Gen. A. B. 
Nettleton, ex- Assistant Secretary of the Treas- 
ury and Col. Alex D. Anderson, as attorneys 
for nearly 2,000 foreign exhibiters at the 
World’s Columbian Exposition, had a hearing 
before the Ways and Means committee of the 
House and the Finance committee of the Sen- 
ate today. They asked: 

(1) That during the brief remainder of the Ex- 
position period they be allowed, under regula- 
tions and limitations to be fixed by the Treasury 
Department and the Exposition management, to 
sell goods for current delivery and (2) that for 
customs purposes the appraisal of goods sold be 
reduced 50. per cent. They urged among other 
considerations these: 

The deterioration from transportation and ex- 
posure has materially reduced the selling value 
of many of these exhibited goods, but the ap- 
praisements for customs purposes are fully 
up to the invoice value. The cost of 
repacking, of retransportation, and exporta- 
tion would de 


case, but will 
by the delays which are sure to oceur in the east- 


ward shipment of such a vast accumulation of 
goocs suddenly released at tlie’ close of the Ex- 
position. The bulk of the goods to be sold un- 
der the proposed legislation is of such a charac- 
ter as not to enter into competition with articles

H. Rubenstein, proprietor of the Metro- 
politan Hall at O’Briéh and Jefferson streets, 
was a witness to the whole affair.

and threw the broken pieces of glass at the 
crowd, who returned volleys of stones and sticks. 
Then the other two Chinamen took a hand in the 
fight. One of them threw hot water and flat- 
irons into the crowd, while the third man ran out 
on the street and into the thick of the rapidly 
gathering crowd of people who took no hand in 
the fight, but were attracted by the noise 
of the row that had now! been in 
progress several minutes. When the third China- 
man had reached the center of the crowd he 
drew fram some place of concealment a long 
double-edged knife and commenced to slash 
right and left.

Raltllroad Officials Estimate the Enormous 
Indiana Business Done by Them. 

The railroads did an enormous traffic from 
Indiana points. They all made special rates 
for Indiana day and nearly every one in the 
Hoosier State who could raise the wind 
sufficiently to cover expenses came. The 
largest number came in during Tuesday, but 
many thousands arrived from the northwest- 
ern part of the State yesterday morning. The 
Big Four; Wabash, Pennsylvania, Lake Shore, 
and Chicago and Eastern Illinois ran special 
trains. 

Some of the roads have not completed fig- 
ures on the business from Indiana, but the 
approximate estimate based upon informa- 
tion from officials, together. with accurate 
figures from other roads, indicates that the 
special business for Indiana amourtted to 
about 30,000 passengers, which is, of course, 
exclusive of those from that State who were 
already in the city. When it is considered 
that this number of people came from one 
State to attend a special celebration railroad 
people consider the figures quite large and 
never exceeded by inter-State traffic.

Mrs. Palmer Telis the Executive Commit- 
tee What Lady Managers Wish.

“The leading thought of today, remarked 
Dr. Bartows, is ultimate and universal re- 
ligion, and surely if any one has a right to 
speak of that it is a representative of the He- 
brew race, Dr, Emil Hirsch of Chicago, who 
calls himself, and he is, a thorough Ameri- 
can. He represents a people whose contri- 
butions to the religion of the world are cer- 
23 greater than those of any other nation, 
and I have great pleasure in introducing Dr. 
Hirsch te this parliament.’’ Dr. Hirsch was 
received with loud applause and spoke in part 
as follows: 

The domain of religion is coextensive with the 
confines of humanity. For manis by nature not 
only, as Aristotle puts the case, the political; he 
is clearly the religious creature. Religion is one 
of the natural functions of the human soul; it is 
one of the natural conditions of human as dis- 
tinct from mere animal life. To this proposition 
ethnology and sociology both give abundant and 
indisputable testimony. Man alone in the wide 
sweep.of creation builds altars. And wherever 
man may tent there will curve upward the burni 
incense of his sacrifice or the sweeter perfume o 
his aspirations after the better, the diviner light. 
However rude the form of his social organization, 
or however refined and complex, religion will al- 
ways be found ory eA the decisive influences 
which, rounding out individual existence, lift it 
into significance fot and under the stronger cur- 
rent of social relations. Climatic and historical 
accidents may modify the action of this energy. 
But it is vital under every sky and quick under 
all conjinctures. A man without re- 
on is not normal. 

ligioh may in very truth be said to be uni- 
versal. Nevertheless time has not yet evolved 
the universal religion. This is still one of the 
blessings tocome. There are religious systems 
which pretend to universality. And who would 
deny that Bu ism, Christianity, and Islamism 
the characteristic elements of the 

that is to rise? In its ideas and 

ideals the religion of the prophets, notably those 
of the Babylonian exile, must be credited 
with the larger possibilities. 

Religion universal will be a potent factor in 
redeeming 
ness. For itis this religion which teaches that 
every man is every man’s brother. As you have 
done for the least pe ce | these you have done for 
me will become a guiding principle of human 
conduct in all the relations of life. Then 
men will learn to appreciate the hideous- 
ness of Cain’s plea.

What about death and the life hereafter? The 
religion universal will not dim the hope which 

as man’s since the first days of his stay on 
earth. But it will be most emphatic in winning 
men to the conviction that a life worthily spent 
here on earth is the best preparation for meeting 
our maker in the next. 

The universal religion of the future will be im- 
patient of those men who claim the right to be 
saved for some act of theirs or a faith which 
makes them anxious alone for their individual 
salvation while they do not stir a foot or lift a 
hand to save the rest of humanity from hunger 
and wretchedness in the cool assurance that this 
life is a free race of untrammeled competitors in 
which by some mysterious will of providence the

It 
is an evolution reinforced with all the moral and 
spiritual forces that have entered the world and 

eaved to humanity through Jesus Christ. 


Swedenborg Heralds New Age. 
The Rev. L. P. Mercer of Chicago was then 


introduced and said: 

Every voice has witnessed to the recognition of 
anew age. An age ot Ain, expectation, and 
experiment has dawned. ew inventions are 
stirring men’s hearts, new ideals inspire their 
arts, new physical achievements beckon them on 
to one marvelous mastery after another of the 
universe. And now we see that the new freedom 
of willing and thinking has entered the realm 
of religion, and the faiths of the world are sum- 
moned to declare ahd compare, not only the 
formulas of the past, but the movements of the 
present, and the forecasts of the future.

world, and described it as incidental to great 
purposes in the providence of God, needs to be 
named from this platform—one who ranks with 
prophets and seers, rather than with inquirers 
and speculators; à revelator rather than a 
preacher and interpreter; one whose exalted per- 
sonal character and transcendent learning are 
eclipsed in the fruits of his mission as a herald of 
a new dispensation in religion, as the revealer of 
the heavenly arcana, and “ restorer of the founda- 
tions of many generation; who, ignored by his 
own generation, and assaulted by its successor, 
is honored and 1 in the present, and 
awaits the thoughtful study, which the ex- 
pansion and culmination of the truth and the or- 
ganic course of events,.will bring with tomorrow ;

The most unimpassioned of men, perhaps be- 
cause he so well understood that his mission was 
not his own, but the concern of him who builds 
through the ages, Sw bore wrote and pub- 
lished. The result ig a li — that calmly awaits 
the truth-seekers. If the religions of the world 
become disciples there, it will not be proselytism 
that will take them there but the organic course 
of events in that providence which works on 
silent but mighty like the forces that poise 
planets and gravitate among the stars. 

Present history shows the effect of unsuspected 
causes. This Parliament of Religions is itself a 
testimony to unseen spiritual causes and should 
at least incline to belief in Swedenborg’s testi- 
mony, that a way is open both in the spiritual 
world and on earth for a universal church in the 
faith of ene visible God, in whom is the invisible 
imparting eternal life and enlightenment to all 
from every nation who believe in him and work 
righteousness Amen even to come Lord Jesus. 


Seeking Unity in Human Race. 


The Rev. Dr. William R. Alger of New 
York was introduced to speak on the only 
ible method of religious unification of the 
uman race. The distinguished logician 
dealt with this prime object of the Parliament 
of Religions, and among other things said: 

Let us see what the unification of the human 
race would in general, If we seek unity we 
must begin with that which offers the least re- 
sistance to unity. ‘the first form of partial unifi- 
cation of the human race is the esthetic unifica- 
tion. By that I men the establishment of a uni- 
versal code of good manners, that all persons 
shall treat each other with kindness and justice 
and respect in their behavior. That is the be- 

inning of the unification of the human race. 

‘here is self-love, which would interpose the 
slightest resistance, so that is the first step. 

The second step is the écientific unification of 
the human race. That has already established 
itself to a great extent. There is but one 
chemistry, but one mathematics, one physiology, 
and so on with all the sciences, whether botany, 
whether geography, or astronomy. Science is es- 
tablished and unifies the human race. Then the 
third partial form of unification after the 
esthetic and the scientific is the ethical. Just in 

rovortion as conscience mes purified ahd 

nlightened, it sees things all alike, it interprets 
duty harmoniously. Then the fourth form of 
unification, partial form, is the political unitica- 
tion of the human race. 

Then the fifth partial form of the codification 
of the human race will be the commercial and 
social, the free circulation of all the component 
— of humanity through the whole of human- 
i . 

Now we come to our point. There are three 
unity, if I xe | so speak, unification of the whole 
race, for which seven is whole, the whole made 
up of six preceding distinctions. Now the sev- 
enth is a trinity. Let ut see what are the three. 
We have the philosophical unification and the 
theological unification, and the unity of those is 
the religious unification. 

The great obstacle to the religious unification 
of the human race is tlie irreligious always as- 
sociated and often identified with the religious. 
There are three great specifications of that. 
First, hatred is made a religion. Then, in the 
second place, not only do they have hatred but 
they have bigotry. Then, in the third place, the 
priesthoods; from the Pope and the Cardinals 
down to the humblest priest of the pettiest sects, 
are generally their leaders, their heresy hunter-, 
and dictatorial leaders are all cosmic men, not 
divine. They seek power instead of service. In- 
stead of serving humanity, they undertake to 
govern humanity, and there is an impersonal and 
awful arrogance.in religious pride, which is the 
worst form ot pride that there is. 

We find in all these particulars that it is most 
encouraging for us to see that what I say repre- 
sents the — drift ot our age; and in an un- 

aralleled degree the meaning and drifting of this 
orid’s Parliament of Religions—all these tend - 
encies are moving in the right direction. We only 
want tounify them and accelerate them. The 
next point is that we must put the preponderat- 
ing emphasis, without any division, on the ethical 
aspects of religion instead of on the speculative. 
Formerly it was just moe other way. We axe rap- 

idly coming to that. 

For Overthrow of Creedism. 

The Rev. Dr. John Duke McFaden of Carle- 
ton, Neb., was introduced and spoke in part 
as follows: 

In working for the world’s salvation we are to 
work for the overthrow of creedism. The relig- 
ious world is divided, because of creeds and hot 
because of God, theories and opinions are made 
substitutes for truth.

Of Truth’s eternal good 
To East and West forever given, 
Prociaim in sight of H 
In the most holy name of God, 
Immortal Brotherhood, 
Dr. Lorimer Speaks, 

As the first speaker of the afternoon Dr. 
Barrows presented the Rev. Dr, George C. 
Lorimer of Boston, who was formerly ee 
of the First Baptist and Emmanuel Baptist 
Churches of this city. Dr. Lorimer’s paper 
was on The History and Tenets of the Bap- 
tist Churches. A synopsis follows: 

The Baptists admit that there is a place for 
churches in the Christian economy; but they in- 
sist that they are not for the suppression of the 
individual, but for his unfolding and perfection. 
Organized and visible churches are means to an 
end; they are not themselves the end, They are 
temporal, but man is eternal; hence they shall at 
last decay and disappear, whether gorgeous eccle- 
siastical monarchies or modest democracies— 
but man is immortal. How delusive then, yea, 
how poor and paltry, the scheme to build up a 
majestic structure, with its vast ions, 
with its lordly ambitions, with its lust of world- 
wide power, when in the fuilness of time it shall 
crumble and perish from the séarth! And in 
comparison how divine the movement that makes 
the welfare of the particular soul its direct end 
and aim and that treats as trivial the homage of 
States and the favor of Princes if it can only suc- 
ceedin clothing the individual with personal 
salvation and crowning him with all the glories 
of regnant manhood. | 

The Baptists have never formally acknowl- 
edged the binding obligation of creeds. Their 
confessions, from that of 1527 to the one of most 
recent date, that called of New Hampshire, in- 
cluding Smyth's, 1611, and the London confes- 
sion, 1646, were not promulgated to secure uni- 
formity of belief nor as standards to which sub- 
scription is imperative, but rather as defenses 
and apologies forced from them by the abuse and 
calumnies of enemies or as succinct and cor- 
venient expositions of their opinions. These 
symbols all have their value as religious litera- 
ture, but they are not necessarily final state- 

‘ments of truth, nor are they endued with any 
coercive power. No documents of this kind 
are rmitted by the Baptists to rival 
in authority the sacred writings, nor to fix by ar- 
bitrary rule what they are designed to communi- 
cate to each soul. It is hald by these people that 
the Bible is primarily a divine revelation to the 
individual, not exclusively to the church, and 
that the individual cannot re exc 
from the responsibility of interpreting it for him- 
self, and neither can he without fault permit the 
church th ex cathedra fashion to determine its 
meaning for him. He may of course be assisted 
by the views of others, hence the function of 
preaching; but he is not at liberty to deal with 
the gift of God as though it were not addressed 
directly to himself. Neither conclaves nor coun- 
cils, conventions nor assemblies have any right 
to impose on the conscience their definitions and 
expositions of things taught in the scriptures, 
for no earthly tribunal has been empowered to 
substitute its own dogmas in the place of the 
N simple utterances of heaven. The 
Bible is divine thought given to every man and 
every man ought to gire human thought to the 
Bible, and ecclesiastical bodies do their entire 
duty when they bring these two thoughts into 
ee communion and commerce with each 
other. 

The second speaker of the afternoon was 
Bishop Keane of Washington, D. C., who 
spoke on the Ultimate Religion.“ A sum- 
mary follows: 

This parliament has brought out in clear light 
the old familiar truth that reiigion has a twofoid 
aim, the improvement of the individual, and 
through that, the improvement of society and of 
the race; that it must therefore have in its sys- 
tem of organization and its methods of action a 
twofold tendency and plan on the one side to 
what might be called religious individualism, on 
the other side what may termed religious so- 
cialism or solidarity; on the one side, adequate 
provision for the dealings of God with the indi- 
vidual soul; on the other, provision for the or- 
der, the harmony, the unity, which is always a 
characteristic of the works of God, and which is 
equally the aim of wisdom in human things, for 
order is heaven's first law.“ 

First, in regard to human knowledge we are 
and must be willing to go down to the level of 
uninformed or imperfectly informed minds, not, 
hewever, in Order to make that the intellectual 

level of all, but in order that from that low level 
we may lead up to the higher and higher levels 
which knowledge has reached. 

Next, this parliament has shown that humanity - 
repudiates the gods of the Epicureans, who were 
so taken up with theirown enjoyment that they 
had no thought for poor man, and nothing to say 
to him for his instruction and no care to 
stow on him for his welfare. 

Again, the parliament has shown that all the 
attempts of the tribes of earth to recail and set 
forth is tenching. all their endeavors to tell 
of the means provided by the Almighty God for 
uniting man with himself logically and histor- 
ically lead up to and culminatein Jesus Christ. 

But. still further, we have seen that Jesus 
Christ is not a myth, not a symbol, but a person- 
al reality. He is not a vague, shadowy By neo 
ity, leaving only a dim, vague, mystical impres- 
sion behind him; he is a clear and definite per- 
sonality, with a clear and definite tea ing as to 
truth, clear and definite command as\ to duty, 
clear and definite ordaining as to the means by 
which God's life is imparted to man and 4 
which man receives it, corresponds to it, and ad- 
vances toward perfection. 

Jesus Christ is the ultimate center of religion. 
He has decla that his one organic church is 
equally ultimate. Because 1 believe him, here 
must be my stand forever. 


The One Great Unaifier, 


Dr. George Dana Boardman of Philadelphia 
was the last speaker of the afternoon. A 
summary of his paper on Christ the Unifler 
of Mankind follows: 

What is the secret of this marvelous unity ot 
religion? Let me be as true to my own convic- 
tions as you, honored representatives of other 
religions, have been nobly true to your own. 1 
believe it is Jesus of Nazareth who is the great 
unifier of mankind. ? | 

Like the great sea, his religion keeps flow 
coterminus with the ever changing shore line o 
the continent, every island, every promontory 
every recession, and this because he is the Son o 
Man in whom there is and can be neither Jew nor 
non-Jew, neither Greek nor Scythian, neither 
Asiatic nor American, neither male nor female, 
but all are one new man in him and he is all in 
all. Thus is he pnifying all mankind by his owa 
incarnation. 

Again, Jesus Christ is unifying mankind by his 
own teaching. Take, in a way of illustration, 
his doctrine of love as set forth in his own. 
mountain sermon for instance, his beatitudes, 
his precepts of reconciliation, non-resistance, 
love of enemies, his bid us use, al- 
though in solitary prayers, the plural, our, 
we, us. 8 

Do you not see that when every human being

Christ is unifying mankind by his own im- 
mortality. For we Christians do not worship a 
dead, embalmed deity.

gmore gold to protect the silver inflation. 
That metal, on which the parity value of the 
silver hangs, is ignored altogether by these 
| compromisers. Not one of them proposes to 
incorporate in his plan the giving of author- 
ity to the Secretary of the Treasury to sell 
gold bonds so as to accumulate an increased 
stock of that metal to maintain the purchas- 
ing power of the silver money at parity with 
the gold standard of this country. There 
would be no great danger in the purchase of 
more silver iffor every three millions bought 
a million of gold were added to the redemp- 
tion reserve. But not one of the free silver 
compromisers suggests that any such course 
be pursued, because they do not want silver 
kept at par. They are against any compro- 
mise on that basis. They will accept no 
agreement which will not give them at once 
or in a short time the cheap money their 
hearts.are yearning after. 

The question in dispute is whether the gold 
standard of this country. shall be retained or 
abandoned. The silver men say they will 
compromise” if their opponents will agree 
to change the money standard to silver 58. 
cent dollars. Thus King George was willing 
to compromise with the colonists: if they 
would abandon all their claims. The South 
was ready to compromise with the North be- 
fore the war if Northern men would only ad- 
mit that slavery was national and not sec- 
tional, and allow it to be extended every- 
where. But for the North to surrender that 
meant for it to surrender everything. 

There is no room for one of those jug- 
handled compromises which will banish gold 
and adopt the silver standard. A fair com- 
promiser would say. “let us buy more silver 
and also more gold.“ An unfair, dishonest 
one would say simply let us buy more sil- 
ver.“ Senators Faulkner and Jones belong 
to this class. Each speaks of the purchase 
of the depreciating metal only. Why? Be- 
cause they want the silver standard, and they 
believe the inevitable effect of the buymg of 
more silver and the failure to buy more gold 
will be to bring the country* to the cheap sil- 
ver standard. The compromise they are in- 
sisting on involves a surrender of the other 
side. The repeal Senators should refuse to 
listen to any more of these jug-handled 
propositions. It issafer and better to repeal 
the silver purchase part of the Sherman law 
first and then see what the other side has to 
propose of a compromise ”’ character. 


“ LOCOMOTIVE OF THE FUTURE.” 

A writer in the American. Journal of 
Politics discusses the problems of railroad

THE CHEROKEE STRIP SCANDAL. 
There are the best of reasons for believing 
that the recent opening af the Cherokee Strip 
not only was managed ina bungling and incom- 
petent manner but that open and high-handed 


corruption was practiced, and that a gang of 


public officials,.alleged to be friends and fol- 
lowers of Hoke Smith, were engaged in 
crooked practices by which thousands of appli- 
cants were circumvented in favor of a privi- 
leged few, and by which they filled their own 
pockets at the expense of those who got lands 
in the regular legal way or by buying out 
‘“sooners.” The evidence offered to the 
House Committee on Military Affairs by Del- 
egate Flynn of Oklahoma comes from sources 
not lixely to be discredited. It shows that 
the sooners were on the strip ahead of any 
actual settlers and that the latter only secured 
their claims by buying out the sooners, 
who could not have been on the grounds ex- 
cept by collusio#with Hoke Smith's officials 
or with the military. It shows that the entire 
system of registration was shamelessly unfair. 
A cashier of a national bank in the Indian 
Territory writes that he saw persons pay 
from $2.50 to $30 for the privilege of mak- 
ing entries while thousands of persons were 
inline waiting their turns, and that those 
who were able to pay were allowed to make 
entries while all others were obliged to wait. 
It shows still further that soldiers were drunk 
and committed high-handed acts of cruelty in 
burning vegetation and in making personal 
assaults upon unoffending persons, not stop- 
ping short of murder. The testimony col- 
lected by Delegate Flynn and submitted to 
e ecommittee comes from people all over 
Kansas and the Indian Territory, not only 
from victims of this cruelty and crookedness, 
but also from persons of the highest social 
and business standing who were spectators of 
the occurrences, 

The resolution submitted to the committee 
as amended requests the Secretary of War to 


inform the House what part the United States 


army had in the opening of the strip, under 
what orders the soldiers. acted, and whether 
the orders were violated and outrages com- 
mitted upon citizens. This is all right, so 
far as it goes, but it should have gone much 
further. The resolution should have provided 
for an investigation of the whole modus 
operandi in opening the strip, with the view 
of ascertaining whether Secretary Hoke 
Smith bungled and mismanaged the business, 
as it openly is charged he did by competent 
witnesses, and not only to what extent the 
soldiers were guilty of drunkenness and 
brutality, but also to what extent the Mar- 
shals, Deputy Marshals, and underlings of the 
Interior Department -were guilty of favor- 
itism, bribery, blackmailing, and general 
crookedness. It was the duty of these officials 
to keep the sooners out of the strip. They 
did not do so. The sooners were on the 
ground when the settlers arrived and they had 
grabbed the best of the farms and town lots. 
How did they do it? Who helped them to 
get there? That is what the investigation 
should reveal. There is evidence enough of a 
disgraceful scandal and Congress should go 
to the bottom of it. 


AN UNPREJUDICED ENGLISH CRITICISM. 

It is always pleasant to know how foreign 
observers see the Worid's Fair and what they 
have to report. We already have had the tes- 
timony of several French and German critics. 
The former have been somewhat flippant in 
their criticisms and only have looked on the 
surface of things, asis charactertistic of the 
The German critics have gone deeper 
and have been as solid in their criticisms as 
their countrymen have been in their exhibits. 
Few Englishmen, except Mr. Besant, have 
taken the trouble to make an exhaustive an- 
alysis of the Fair, its exhibits and their hous- 
ing, and the artistic side of the great display. 
Another exception is the West Middlesex Ad- 
vance, whose special correspondent is writing

The paper says the temper which the utter- 
ances of the extreme labor leaders have in- 
fused into large masses of the working classes 
is one of the chief causes, if it be not the main 
cause, of the increasing frequency of strikes, 
and of the extreme bitterness now commonly 
shown in these industrial struggles.. The pres- 
ent year has witnessed a cotton strike, a dock 
strike at Hull, and last and worst of all, the 
coal strike. What these have cost the country, 


both by cessation of production and loss of, 


trade, has yet to be estimated, but it will 
amount to many millions, no small part of 
which falls upon the working classes. And 
there is more than a suspicion that the doc- 
trines so carefully instilled into the workers 
by their false friends, leading them to look 
upon their employers as their natural foes, 
have been prompted not by a real desire to 
improve the position of operatives but rather 
by those principles of socialism or anarch- 
ism with which nearly every one of the new 
school of labor leaders is tainted. The Trades 


Union Congress at Belfast denounced the 


Magistrates for importing soldiers into the 
affected districts, byt they had no word of 
blame for the . e of the reported 
outrages—outrages which the better disposed 
miners themselves Reartily condem#.” 


THE MEMORIAL MUSEUM. 

The collections already insured for the 
Columbian Museum, including the special ex- 
hibits purchased by the directory, are so nu- 
merous and ‘varied that there now remains no 
doubt Chicaigo soon will have the largest and 
most valuable museum of its kind in the 
United States. It will start at once with an 
aggregate of collections such as it takes most 
museums many years to get together. With 
such a nucleus it is certain that it will increase 
rapidly and within 4 short time will excel the 
National Museum, which was formed in like 
manner from the salvage of the Philadelphia 
Centennial Exposition. 

The contributions from the Ethnological 
Department will be of the highest scientific 
value, including as they do the results of ten 
years’ explorations in North, Central, and 
South America, the great quantity of speci- 
mens brought from the Aretic regions by 
Lieut. Peary, relics of all the Indian tribes, 
and the important finds in the Saskatchewan 
Valley, the Ohio and Delaware Valley mounds, 
and the Peruvian burial grounds. The 
museum probably also will secure from the 
Mining Department its entire working appa- 
ratus, including laboratory, furniture, and 
fixtures, maps, pictures, and periodicals, nu- 
merous technical collections, cabinets and 
flat cases, and government preparations, be- 
sides many of. the individual exhibits of great 
value. The Standard Oil company, it is said, 


will donate its fine display of petroleum 


products and methods of preparation. The 
marine and railway divisions of the Trans- 
portation Department will make a gen- 
erous contribution of boats and naval modeis 
as well as railway models, and under certain 
conditions the entire Baltimore and Ohio rail- 


road exhibit may be secured, Added to these 


general colle¢tions numerous individual ex- 
hibiters have signified their intenzion of 
donating their exhibits to the museum when 
the Fair closes, 

The outlook of the Columbian Museum, 
therefore, is of the most favorable character, 


and its trustees, naturally enough, are jubilant

AUDITOR CAN INSPECT THE BOOKS. 


Opinions from the Attorney-General as 
to Building and Loan Associations, 


Sprinerigzip, III., Sept. 27.—[Special.]— 


. Attorney-General Moloney today rendered 


several opinions regarding the management of 
building and loan associations. In one of 
them he holds that where the officers of a 
building and loan association refuse to permit 
the auditor or his deputyto inspect their 
books, as provided by statute, there is suffi- 


cient cause for the Attorney-General to insti- 


tute proceeding for the forfeiture of the char- 
ter of such association. This appliesto a 
Chicago association the secretary of which 
recently declined to submit the books for in- 
spection. The Attorney-General also ren- 
dered an opinion touching the char- 
acter of e by-laws of building 
and loan associations. The Teachers’ Build- 
ing and Loan Association of Chicago enacted 
a set of by-laws which 8 tor the issue 
of preferred stock, d- up stock, interest 
bearing stock, and deposit stock, and sub. 
mitted the by-laws to the Attorney-General 
fot an opinion as to their validity. He holds 
that there is no law in the State authorizing 
the issue of such stock and that the by-laws 
are void. Another of the opinions rendered 
holds that a homestead and loan association, 
in loaning money on real estate, has no right 
to assume the payment of a prior mortgage 
upon the land taken as security and that any 
— to assume a prior mortgage is 
void.

1. The worker would hot get more for his 
services. In the course of time, probably not for 
a good many months after the change of stand- 
ard to silver, he might succeed in getting a 
greater number of coins in pay for his services. 
But the purchasing power of those coins would 
be far less than the purchasing power of the 
coins, or the paper promises to pay those coins, 
which he received previous to the change of 
standard. This is self-evident. The increase in 
the number of coins paid for a week’s labor 
would be much slower than the decrease in the 
purchasing value of the “dollars,” the nominal 
advance in wages being gradual. and following 
the rise in prices but tardily, as it did on 
the inflation of prices as measured in green- 
backs during war. 
never obtain wages having the same 
purchasing ‘power as those he used to 
obtain, and this for the reasun that the silver 
standard of purchasing value would be a fluct- 
uating one all the time and every one who manu- 
factured, or purchased, or sold . goods in the way 
of business would try to insure himself as far as 
possible against the eifect of these fluctuations 


in the value of the dollar by charging extra at 


every available point. The manufacturer would 
insist on putting down wages toa little lower 
figure than otherwise he could afford to pay. be- 
cause of his inability to tell how much vajue he 
would receive for his goods, which might/depre- 
ciate on his hands. The mauufacturer or mier- 
chant would want to protect himself against the 
downward tendency in the value of the dollar, 
one means of doing this being to keep down 
wages. After a time the wageworker would seem 
to get more dollars than before the but 
would never get as much purchasing value for 
his week's toil as formerly. Cheap money would 
not go so far as it does now in providing for the 
wants of himself and family. If the wagework- 
ers fully comprehended the injurious effect on 
themselves of changing the standard of money to 
the cheap, debased free silver dollar they would 
make “ Rome howl” and the free silver dema- 
gogues in Congress tremble, : 
2. Tun Tripune does not think that a hig 

price for silver would be paid under free coinage. 
The price would be that of the bullion in gold 
per ounce. The silver dollar could only-be worth 
with free coinage what its bullion would sell for 
in London. The American exporters in buying 
gold bills of exchange to. pay for foreign goods 
would have to sell the silver dollars for what 
they would bring in gold, and that would quickly 


fix the value of the free silver dollar at its bull- 


ion worth in gold in Lendon, just as the same 
thing has fixed the price of silver money 
in all free coinage countries. There is 
no exception to this inexorable rule. 
Hence the price of wheat, cotton, corn, and other 
produce, as measured by its exchangeable values 
or purchasing power, would not be increased in 
the slightest degree. If more “dollars” were 
paid they would only represent 50 or 60 cents of 
the valueof gold dollars. To suppose that water- 
ing the currency would increase its intrinsic 
value is the sheerest delusion of power ignorant 
mortals. The higher figures would be measured 
by poorer money, a result that might just as well 
be attained by agreeing to call every one of our 
half-dollars a whole dollar and rate all the quar- 
ters as worth 50 cents each. The newly “ val- 
uod coins would have no greater buying power 
as a consequence of the change. Except during 
the greenback period the prices of wheat, and 
cotton, and other producein the United States 
have always been measured in gold; and whether 
silver was high or low that fact no more 
difference in the real prices of wheat and cotton 
than in those of sugar, coffee, rubber, tea, broad- 
cloth, silk, or other imported commodi- 
ties. The articles of which the correspond- 
ent speaks have risen and fallen in price many 
times in the last twenty years, but it has been 
because of variations in the real or supposed 
ratio of supply to demand, and that without any 
reference to the market price for silver. Sub- 
stantially the price of wheat in this market is 
fixed and governed by the market price in Liver- 
pool. That price is always quotedin gold, as 
are the prices of all other things we sell to the 
other commercial nations of the world. Hence 
the price in gold, the standard metal of the 
world’s commerce, is thé same whatever may be 
the price of silver per ounce, and the farmer 
would gain no advantage by counting that price 
in dollars worth but 50 or 58 cents each in- 
stead of in dollars worth 100 cents. each. The 
people in the silver countries, as Mexico and 
South America, are getting about the same value 
for their products all along as they would get if 
on a gold standard; not a mill more. 

8. Some farmers look back to the high nominal 
prices for wheat and cotton that prevailed dur- 
ing the war, forgetting that those prices were 
quoted in greenbacks which were worth but half 
their face in gold dollars both for buying and 
selling. They do not stop to reflect that to put

AN UNCERTAIN MARKET, 


Price Changes Narrow—Receipts of Wheat 
and Corn Burdensome-—Provisions Lower.

SPRINGFIELD, III., Sept. 27.— The tempera- 
ture of the last week has been much in excess 
of a seasonable average throughout the State.
